The Secretaries of the International Com- 
mittee, who spent several weeks last summer 
in Northfield, Mass., preparing the ‘* Outlines 
of Bible Study for the Bible Training Class,” 
regard that experience as one of the most 
pleasant and profitable of their lives, and it is, 
therefore, with more than ordinary emphasis 
that they endorse the cordial invitation Mr. 
Moody has just extended to the College Asso- 
ciations, and urge every Association to use its 
utmost endeavor to respond favorably. 

In the first place, a more desirable locality 
could scarcely be selected for a summer vaca- 
tion. Northfield is a typical New England 
village. The Connecticut river, which flows 
through the town, not only adds to the beauty 
of the scenery, but affords just the opportunity 
a company of college boys will improve for 
boating and swimming; while the hills of 
Vermont, New Hampshire and Massachusetts 
which wall in the town, furnish a field for 
tramping, botanizin and geologizing. 

The very best pvssible facilities will be 
afforded for Bible study and the discussion of 
methods of Christian work. Mr. Moody will 
have charge of every meeting and will call to 
his aid men of the highest qualifications 
for instructing students in just such knowl- 
edge of the Word as is needed in pressing the 
claims of Christ upon the unconverted, and 
meeting the excuses which they offer for not 
accepting Him.

THE YEAR’S WORK. 

The reports of the College Associations are 
not all in, and we cannot yet give such exact 
results of the year’s work as we shall publish 
in the Fall. There are certain features of the 
past year’s work, however, which distinguish 
it from that of any former one, and render it 
by far the most eventful in the history of the 
inter-collegiate work. A larger force has been 
engaged in this work than during any preced- 
ing year. Mr. Studd devoted three full months 
to visitation, and Mr. Ober having spent about 
the same length of time in generai Association 
work, we have had, including the entire time 
of the College Secretary, the full time of two 
men throughout the year. 

Mr. Studd’s visit to our American colleges 
marks an important era in our work. He has 
demonstrated the value of inter-collegiate co- 
operation with the colleges of Great Britain. 
He has aroused many students who seem to 
have required a visitor from beyond the 
Atlantic to stir them out of their indiffer- 
ence to the great religious movement among 
the colleges. He has shown to us very 
clearly how a first-rate athlete can be a first- 








rate Christian worker—and that the time 
necessarily consumed in athletics need not 
interfere with devoting a great deal of time 
to Christian work. The impressive recital of 
the consecration of his brother and college 
friends to the work of foreign missions has 
led many men to consider the claims of that 
work more fully than ever before. It has 
also led young men of wealth, we believe, to 
consider whether they cannot do a wisz; ching 
than spend their lives in ‘ucreasing their 
already sufficient patrimoxies ; whether they 
will not devote their erergies to building up 
the Kingdom of Christ among their fellows, 
as not a few men, like Mr. Studd, are doing in 
England. 

Mr. Studd carries with him to the colleges 
of hic own land the cordial Christian greetings 
of the colleges of America, and the assurance 
of our readiness to codperate with them upon 
whatever basis is best adapted to the character 
and necessities of their work and ours. 


The Bible Training Class has been brought 
to a more complete state of development than 
ever before, and has been formed in many 
colleges, just how many the annual report 
will tell. Never before were the college 
students in so faira way to become students 
of the Word. If the Bible is permanently 
studied with the end in view which the 
training class contemplates, the efficiency of 
students in Christian work will be increased a 
hundred fold. 

One very interesting feature of the year's 
work was the reception of the first Indian 
College Association into the inter-collegiate 
organization. Without any correspondence 
with the Committee the students in the San- 
tee Normal Training School secured a copy of 
the College Y. M. C. A. Constitution, trans- 
lated it into the Dakota language and organ- 
ized an Association. The College Secretary 
spent two days with the Association last sum- 
mer. Other Indian School Associations will 
doubtless follow. The year has been marked 
by a large increase in the number of College 
Associations, over forty new ones having 
been added to the list. These new Associa- 
tions are not confined to any particular part 
of our country, but are in every section of the 
United States and in Canada. 

A far larger number of students have atten- 
ded conventions than in any former year. 
The College Secretary has met 2,500 students 
who had come from other colleges, and 3,50) 
in colleges where conventions and conferences 
were held. Mr. Moody lately remarked that 
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few things were so well calculated to stir up 
young men as these conventions, and expreseed 
a desire to have his Mt. Hermon School boys 
go to all such meetings within reach. Many 
a student can testify to the truth of this from 
his own experience.

SCHOOL FOR CHRISTIAN WORKERS. 


An institution by this name, the main ob- 
ject of which is to train young men for Secre- 
taries of Young Men’s Christian Associations, 
was opened at Springfield, Mass. last autumn. 

The School is undenominational, having on 
its Board of Trustees and among its instruc 
tors, representatives of the leading evangeli- 
cal bodies. ‘lhe course of study is Biblical, 
thorough and practical, and covers two years. 
The study is supplemented by daily practical 
experience in the work of one of the several 
Associations in Springfield. 

All applications for admission are carefully 
investigated. Students are retained only so 
long as in the judgment of the instractors 
they give promise of becoming successful in 
Association work. 

The enterprise meets with the hearty ap- 
proval of the many experienced Association 
workers who, during the past year, have ex- 
amined the institution, its students and its 
scheme of study and practical work. 

It isnot a local institution. The present 
class includes men from Canada, New Eng- 
land, the Middle, Southern and Western 
States. Its students are to become Secretaries 
of Associations in all parts of the continent. 
The scope and reach of the institution is as 
broad as our work for young men. 

It occupies an admirably arranged building, 
specially erected for its purposes, containing 
a complete suite of Association rooms, incl ud- 
ing a model gymnasium., The building also 
accommodates seventy-five students. 

During the past year; twenty-three young 
men have received insttuction for the Arso- 
ciation General Secretaryship, accompanied 
by pfactical work in connection with the two 
city arid. two railroad Associations of Spring- 
field. 

Mr.“Jaeob T. Bowne, a’ gentleman of wide 
experience in Association work, and well qual- 
ified for the duties of instructor in this par- 
ticular line, has charge of'the Y. M. C. A. de- 
partmént of the school. 

This school meets a long felt need im Asso-
